I, Mu-LinChen, supply the following in answer to the Official notification from the 
Office of Petitions dated May 20, 2008. 

1 . I was not aware of the non-final rejection November 9, 200 1 because I am not a 
native-English speaker. 

2. My intention was to proceed further with the notice of abandonment however my 
attempts were delayed because of a heart-attack. 

3. It was always my intention to continue with the case but for reasons related to my 
hospitalization and eventual recovery; those intentions were delayed. 

4. After sufficient recovery time, I have approached approximately three other patent 
attorneys for help with this case, however I have been advised they there was a 
small chance of reviving the application because of the time-frame. 

5. I finally approached Mr. Lei some time later for his advice and assistance and he 
was very positive about the outcome even though there was a slight chance for 
dismissal.
